Lawlis said the homeward-bound 
transport Aiken Victory identified 
the stricken soldier as Cpl. James 
A. Williams, 22, Brooklyn, N. Y. 
He said the ship radioed that the 
125-pound “lung” was received in 
good working order, but that Wil­ 
liams' condition was still extremely 
critical. 
Radio messages from the ship 
last night said Williams had suf­ 
fered an attack of either polio or 
meningitis.

Harriman, Tito 
Agree Strength 
Insures Peace 


U. S. Envoy, Yugoslav 
Chief Talk 5 Hours 


BLED, Yugoslavia, Aug. 26 (IP —

Truman’s diplomatic troubleshoot­ 
er, said today that he and Premier 
Marshal Tito had agreed the surest 
way to avoid war is to develop mili­ 
tary strength in their countries. 
Homeward bound after his unsuc­ 
cessful effort to settle the British- 
Iranian oil dispute, Harriman ex­ 
pressed his views at a news confer­ 
ence. He had a five-hour talk yes­ 
terday with Tito and top-ranking 
members of the Yugoslav politburo. 


Agree. On One War Danger 


Harriman said that he and Tito 
were agreed also upon another maj­ 
or point—that “one of the principal 
dangers of war lies in miscalculation 
by the Kremlin of reaction of West­ 
ern countries, especially in the 
United States, to local aggression.” 
He expressed hope and belief that 
the events in Korea may furnish a 
lesson to Moscow “that practically 
all the United Nations are opposed 
to aggression.” 
Harriman said he and Tito “na­ 
turally discussed the Kremlin and 
its tactics, and Stalin.” 
“I was struck by the similarity of 
our views,” he said. 
He quoted Tito as saying—as he 
has in several speeches—that an at­ 
tack upon Yugoslavia could not be 
localized. Asked whether he agreed, 
Harriman said: “I did not dispute 
the statement.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (IP — 
Senators working on different fronts 
are aiming heavy blows at overlords 
and their subjects in the big time 
gambling world. 
The Senate Crime Investigating 
Committee already has charged that 
organized gambling is the source of 
vicious interstate and international 
crime, including the illegal narcotics 
traffic. 
The committee, headed by Sen. 
O’Conor (D-Md), is writing another 
blistering report—its final o n e - 
calling for a federal crackdown on 
underworld figures. The report is 
expected to contain some pointed 
comment on certain local law en- 
orcement. It has until midnight 
Friday to complete It. 


Pocketbooks Are Target 


On another front, the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee, using a double- 
barreled section of the huge new tax 
bill, is taking careful aim at gamb­ 
lers’ pocketbooks. 
This is a section to (a) levy heavy 
new taxes on the gambler’s rich 
harvest and (b) require him to file 
detailed tax forms. 
The Finance Committee, headed 
by Sen. George (D-Ga), has held 
quiet closed door huddles with fed­

Doctors Say New Drug 
Checks Meningitis 


TOKYO, Monday. Aug. IT UP— 
Red China accused 
the United 
States today of new land and air 
violations of the neutral Korean 
truce talk zone and charged that 
American warplanes flew over the 
Shanghai area, Tsingtao and other 
Chinese coastal cities. 
Peiping radio said in an English 
language broadcast, “the frenzied 
aggressive actions of the American 
Air Force toward China are obvi­ 
ously in coordination with its mur­ 
derous actions in Kaesong (the 
truce talk site). 
I t is now still more apparent 
that the American government de­ 
liberately wants to put an end to 
the peace negotiations with war.” 
There was no immediate comment 
from Allied headquarters. 
The sudden barrage of charges 
broadcast by 
the Peiping radio 
climaxed a flood of propaganda 
attacks saying it was “inconceiv­ 
able” that the Korean armistice 
talks could be resumed unless the 
United States revised its “contempt­ 
ible and savage attitude.” 


Official Red Reply Awaited 


The Reds themselves jxroke off 
the talks Aug. 23, but accused the 
United States of scheming to wreck 
the armistice effort. 
They still, however, had not given 
any official reply to Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway’s message of Saturday. 
In it he called their earlier series 
of charges “malicious falsehoods,” 
but expressed willingness to resume 
the truce talks at any time. 
The Peiping radio, which serves 
as the major Communist mouth­ 
piece, quoted a dispatch from a 
Chinese Red news agency corre­ 
spondent in Kaesong as saying 21 
American and South Korean “plain­ 
clothesmen” Saturday morning in­ 
vaded the Panmunjom zone near 
Kaesong and tried to “murder” Red 
military police. 
The Red corre­ 
spondent said they were “repulsed 
before attaining their objective.” 
Later the same day, he said, seven 
American planes flew over Kaesong. 


No Attacks Charged 


In another dispatch datelined 
Peiping, the radio said American 
planes flew over the coastal areas of 
Shantung, Chekiang and Kiangsu 
Provinces of the China mainland 
last Thursday and Saturday. 
It detailed several alleged incur­ 
sions by one to five planes but did 
not charge any attacks. The flights, 
it said, were further intended to 
disrupt the Korean armistice con­ 
ferences. 
The Reds broke off the talks 
Thursday, they said, because an 
Allied plane had bombed and strafed 
Kaesong the night of Aug. 22 in an 
attempt to “murder” th# Red ne­ 
gotiators. 
This charge Gen. Ridgway brand­ 
ed a lie and a frameup from the 
start.

The treatm ent in the U.8. press of King Jfarouk 
Living With Our Viruses 
of Egypt may inspire an official protest from the 
government of th at country. Life magazine has been 
banned in Egypt since April, 1950, because of its cover­ 
age of Farouk’s activities. Time and Newsweek were 
removed from pubic sale in the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan 
area in January of that year as the result of stories 
about the King’s romance with 16-year-old Marriman 
Sadek. 
About all that the State Department can do after • 
receiving protests on U. S. press coverage of the 
activities of foreign rulers Is to point out that the 
Washington government Is not responsible for the 
quality nor the purposes of the American press. In 
the past the Department has indicated that a suitable 
means of redress might be suit for libel. 
This was true as long as 160 years ago, when a 
prosecutor said of Cobbett, publisher of a Philadel­ 
phia newspaper, in 1791: “He has ransacked our lan­ 
guage for terms of unsatisfactory reputation and for 
the basest accusations against every ruler and dis­ 
tinguished character in France and Spain with whom 
we chance to have any intercourse . . . in brief, he 
braves his recognizance and the law.” But the grand 
Jury refused to indict. 
Perhaps the best statem ent of the State Depart­ 
ment position is recorded in a letter from the Chief 
of Western European Affairs to Poland in 1933: “It 
Is always a cause for regret when private publishers 
print articles which may be offensive to the govern­ 
ment or people of a friendly nation, but the publica­ 
tion of articles containing allegations or expressions 
of opinion, however unwarranted they may be, is not 
under our Constitution subject to executive control. 
ThLs applies to articles reflecting on the Government 
of the United States or its officials as well as to those 
which refer to foreign governments or officials.” 
A proposed Convention of Freedom of Information 
In the United Nations would bar from the press any­ 
thing which a government considers likely to “injure 
the feelings of a national of a state.” Carroll Binder, 
editor of the Minneapolis Tribune editorial page and 
U. S. delegate to the committee drafting the proposed 
treaty, has consistently fought its restrictive terms. 
Opposing a “considerable section of the American 
press” which proposes non-participation in further 
UN debate on the subject. Binder argues for full sup­ 
port internationally of the American view: “A nation 
which believes in its free institutions and is deter­ 
mined to preserve them must put up a fight for them 
whenever they are under attack.” 
American newspapers and magazines have been 
censored or withdrawn from sale for printing the facts 
of the romance between Mrs. Wallis W. Simpson and 
the then King of England, for opinion and reportage 
on the governments of Hitler’s Germany, Mussolini's 
Italy, Stalin’s Russia, and Peron’s Argentina. When­ 
ever formal protest has been made, the State Depart­ 
ment has replied that this government is not respon­ 
sible for its press. In 1937 the State Department had 
to inform the government of Germany th at remarks 
of Mayor La Guardia of New York should not be in­ 
terpreted as setting forth the “attitude” of the U. S. 
government. 


Influenza and polio viruses‘have 
been battling man for centuries. 
These microorganisms have dealt 
many lethal blows and have been 
responsible 
for 
numerous fearful 
epidemics. 
However, 
they 
never 
have fought an all-out war against 
humans because in such a conflict 
the organisms would perish also if 
they killed off their meal ticket. 
Nature has not made the battle 
as one-sided as it may seem. The 
human face is endowed with a 
unique protective device known as 
“immunity.” 
The 
more 
we are 
bombarded by viruses, the more 
calloused we become. Whenever a 
parasite lives with us long enough 
this defensive mechanism goes into 
operation and the process may be 
likened to the adage, “familiarity 
breeds contempt.” Both the para­ 
site and the human host sign a 
truce whereby the germs are per­ 
mitted to survive 
if 
they 
keep 
their place and cause a minimum 
of trouble. The common cold is 
somewhat of an exception because 
the immunity 
produced 
by 
one 
bout with the virus is so short­ 
lived. 


In the old yellow fever days in 
the West Indies the natives ap­ 
peared unaffected by this malady. 
They were bitten by mosquitoes 
and 
undoubtedly 
were 
infected 
with the yellow fever virus, yet 
the diesase never assumed serious 
proportions among the inhabitants. 
But when the Europeans arrived 
the parasites found strange bed­ 
fellows and the white men died 
like flies. The same condition arose 
among the Indians in this country 
when they came up against the 
smallpox virus brought in by the 
whites. The affliction spread like 
wild fire among the red men and 
killed 
them 
instead 
of keeping 
them alive but poxed. 
Polio is not a new ailment, so 
far 
as 
we 
are 
concerned. We 
dread it, yet there is considerable 
evidence to show that most of us 
are immune 
or 
partly 
immune. 
When a child in a large family 
comes 
down 
with 
a paralyzing 
attack of the disease, examination 
of the remainder of the family 
may disclose that the intestinal 
tract of all the brothers and sisters 
carries the causative virus for a 
week or two. Those with partial 
immunity develop subclinical polio, 
the only manifestations of winch 
are cold and sore throat. The com­ 
pletely immune go about as tho 
the organism had not been con­ 
tacted.

Unclean Hands At Yalta 


The eight Republican MacArthur investigators 
who term Yalta a “great tragedy” are right. The secret 
protocol on China is an ugly chapter in American dip­ 
lomatic history. It was at Yalta that the United States 
sacrificed principle for expediency, and this shameful 
fact should not be overlooked in the controversy over 
whether for by whom) the U. S. was betrayed. 
In the Atlantic Charter, later adhered to in prin­ 
ciple by Russia, the signatories agreed to seek no 
territorial aggrandizement from the war. Yalta vio­ 
lated that by giving Russia the other half of Sakhalin 
Leland and the Hurtles. A promise publicly made to 
the people of the world was secretly violated. 
In the Cairo declaration, moreover, Roosevelt and 
Churchill had prepared complete restoration of Chi­ 
nese sovereignty over Manchuria. But at Yalta they 
also dishonored that promise by giving Russia special 
privileges in Manchuria, including what amounted to 
half ownership of two railroads. This act was also a 
betrayal of America’s traditional Open Door policy 
That this deal gave away the territorial rights of 
this country’s ally, China, without China’s knowledge 
or consent Is another of its shocking aspects. The 
Yalta protocol stated that Roasevelt would undertake 
to make Chiang give Russia what FDR promised 
This Is not the sort of role in th e’world that Is con­ 
sistent either with American principles or the national 
Interest. 
The world picture might be no less dark tod av 
lf Roosevelt# had made no such deal at Yalta, but 
American hands would be cleaner.

Today, smaller places offer the 
best long-run. money-making op­ 
portunities. 
Real 
estate

above cities is now at top prices; 
but real estate in most smaller 
cities could double in price. Some 
day the manufacturers who are 
now in ♦hese 12 cities will flock to 
the smaller places. The time to 
buy small city property is now be­ 
fore the rush begins 


When To Buy Or Sell 


The time to buy most property 
is when no one wants it Such op­ 
portunities always exist somewhere 
—but few persons are wise enough 
to take advantage of such bargains.

In the same 
way a small businessman may get 
drowned easily in some big city 
where he m at be forced to pay 
tribute to racketeers or be bled by 
crime gangs 
In the smaller cities any young 
man of good character can join 
the local chamber of commerce and 
one of the service clubs and work 
up to be a director thereof. This 
he cannot do in one of the above 
12 cities. He can buy stock 
in a 
local bank of smaller cities and 
perhaps become a director thereof.

This is 
the goal I have been working for 
at every international conference 
I have attended since 1931 Such an 
agreement would be the greatest 
achievement so far toward suppress­ 
ing the abuse of narcotic drugs 
throughout the world. 
Present sources of our Illicit nar­ 
cotics are Italy, Iran, Turkey, India. 
Greece. 
Communist 
China, 
and 
Mexico. Mexico Is doing good work 
with airplanes and troops to fup- 
press illicit opium cultivation. Other 
source countries please take note. 
Reports of large-scale drug ad­ 
diction throughout the world reflect 
a post-war phenomenon, and a Jit­ 
tery world. 
About 1947 we had the traffic tin­ 
der control. Prison wardens report- 
en an absence of addicted criminals. 
The population of our Lexington 
Narcotic Hospital had fallen to such 
an extent that a move was under 
way to abolish the hospital. 
J 
urged all to stand by and to pre­ 
pare. We could feel it coming here 
and abroad. 
Warnings went un­ 
heeded. In the past two years It 
rolled in like an engulfing surf. 
Finality in dealing with the in­ 
ternational traffic must be reached. 
Its continued existence and ever­ 
green activity is a sad rflection on 
the world’s lack of joint determina­ 
tion to be done with these plague 
carriers whose god Is auri sacra 
fames (the accursed thirst for gold).

Corliss Lamont On Russia 
In a pamphlet which is being 
circulated, Dr. Corliss Lamont of 
Columbia University, son of the late 
senior partner of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., makes this point: 
“. . . Morally Communist parties 
are on an obviously higher plane 
than Fascist parties in that they 
have such aims as (I) complete 
racial democracy and non-discrimi­ 
nation; (2) full equality between the 
sexes; (3) educational and cultural 
opportunity for everyone; 
(4) 
a 
planned socialist economy of abun­ 
dance on behalf of all the people; 
(5) the attainm ent of political de­ 
mocracy when the transitional need 
for dictatorship has passed; (6> the 
teaching of an inclusive and inte­ 
grated philosophy of life; and (7) 
the achievement of international 
peace. 
In spite of the colossal 
blunder and act of international 
immorality on the part of the Com­ 
munist-controlled North Koreans in 
committing 
aggression 
a g a i n s t 
South Korea. I am convinced that 
Communist parties are on the whole 
desirous of seeing world peace estab­ 
lished. 


“In the above seven points I 
have not tried to rover all the 
haste differences between the 
Communists and Fascists; hut 
my summary Indicates the rele­ 
vance of the remark once made 
by John Strachey. now minister 
of war in the British Labor 
Government, namely that com­ 
munism and fascism are like 
two express trains going in op­ 
posite directions. 
The notion 
that communism and fascism 
are fundamentally the same is 
rn dangerous untruth . . .** 


Dr. Lamont has for many years 
been one of the principal apologists 
In the United States for Soviet 
Russia and its creed. He has long 
been associated with the national 
council of American-Soviet friend­ 
ship. That per se does not make of 
him a Communist or even a Com­ 
munist sympathizer. He calls him ­ 
self a Socialist and once wrote a 
book 
entitled, “You Might Like 
Socialism.” 
The quotation above contains sev­ 
eral falsehoods by implication. For 
instance, any statement that Soviet 
Russia practices racial democracy is 
false on the record. As regards the 
Jewrs. the Volga Germans and sev­ 
eral Asiatic races. Soviet Russia has 
practiced genocide with a complete­ 
ness unparalleled even by Hitler. 
On this subject, the reader might 
find it advantageous to read Pro­ 
fessor Solomon M. Schwarz’s book. 
“The Jews in the Soviet Union,” 
published bv the Syracuse Univer­ 
sity Press. The elimination of the 
middle class and the intellectuals 
from such counties as Hungary. 
Czechoslovakia. Lithuania. L a t v i a 
and even the Ukraine and their

exile to Siberia, the Karakum Desert 
and Turkestan is one of the most 
horrible stories in history. 


When Dr. Lamont suggests 
that Communist parties practice 
non-discrimination, he does not, 
of course, include the persecu­ 
tions of religions, which, to most 
human beings, is as offensive as 
genocide against races. All re­ 
ligions, Roman Catholic, Protes­ 
tant. Jewish, with the single 
exception of the O r t h o d o x 
church, have been obliterated. 
Some worship is permitted, but 
religious g r o u p s must have 
schools to teach their philoso­ 
phy, to train their clergy and 
to prepare their childreh. These 
are forbidden, as is the use of 
such languages as Hebrew and 
Latin. • 


The Orthodox church is a political 
arm of the Soviet government, di­ 
rectly controlled by the state and 
employed to assist in the extirpation 
of other religious groups. It is under 
law. political control. 
It is interesting to note th at 
wherever a Communist party takes 
over a country, it fights religion 
and imprisons and sometimes kills 
professional clergymen. This pat­ 
tern has recently been adopted in 
Soviet China. 
Dr. Lamont says that in Commu­ 
nist countries there is “educational 
and cultural opportunity for every­ 
one.” As one long associated with a 
leading American university, Dr. 
Lamont ought to be ashamed to call 
a system which provides for a state 
determination of what men may 
knot* and believe, education. Surely, 
there can be no “free inquiry,” 
which is the essence of education, 
when the oligarchy can say wThat is 
right about philosophy, history, bi­ 
ology. art. and every avenue of 
thought, research nad expression. 


What about the Lysenko con­ 
troversy in which th* govern­ 
ment decided what hi true about 
genetics? What about Zhdanov 
deciding what music should bo 
written by Shostakovich, Proko- 
fieff and Khatrhaturian? What 
about the elimination of all so­ 
called “cosmopolitans” from th* 
writing profession? 


Surely, Dr. Lamont, who has been 
sn advocate in the cause of Russia, 
has not been driven from Columbia 
University, nor has he been for­ 
bidden to write in favor of our en­ 
emy and in opposition to the stated 
policy of his government. Does ha 
know and can he name one anti- 
Marxist who teaches in any univer­ 
sity in Soviet Russia? 
Each one of Dr. Lamonl's points, 
except full equality of the sexes, 
can be demonstrated to he special 
pleading. The question arises: To 
what end is .this done?

Thunderheads 
WASHINGTON 
The storm signals are out again 
all the way around the world, from 
Kaesong to Tehran. In the long 
view’, moreover, even breakdown of 
the Korean truce talks is quite like­ 
ly to prove less grave than break­ 
down of the oil talks between the 
British and Iranians. 
The British government is report­ 
ed to hope that W. Averell H arri­ 
man may still manage to patch up 
some sort of solution of 'the oil 
problem. 
The 
American 
policy- 
markers’ feelings about Harriman 
are the feelings of a busted horse­ 
player about an extreme long shot 
that may just possibly save the day 
by beating the favorite in the eighth 
race. But since miracles cannot be 
relied on to occur with any regular­ 
ity, the coarse facts of the Iranian 
situation had better be faced. 
First, if the government of Dr. 
Mohammed Mossadegh cannot be 
persuaded to accept a sensible oil 
settlement, the next step will prob­ 
ably be an effort to make a more 
rational government in Tehran. De­ 
lay, self-delusion and other follies 
have caused the position In Tehran 
to deteriorate so much that this ef­ 
fort must now be made the worst 
imaginable auspices. The British can 
no longer usefully participate. Thus 
the whole onus of what will neces­ 
sarily seem a rather crude interven­ 
tion In Iranian politics will have to 
be borne by the Americans. There 
will be serious disorders, perhaps 
bloodshed. And the effort may well 
fail. 


May Move Troops 
Second, if it proves impossible to 
get an oil settlement bv replacing 
Dr. Mossadegh, the British decision 
to move troops to occupy Abadan 
Island (the site of the vital oil re­ 
finery) will come into operation. 
One of these reporters predicted 
long since that the British would be 
forced to this decision, if only a.> an 
object lesson to the Egyptians and 
others who are longing to imitate 
the Iranian experiments with twist­ 
ing the lions tail In the lull secured y 
by Averell Harriman^ efforts, it 
leaked out in London that the de­ 
cision to move troops if need be had 
actually been taken bf Prime Min­ 
ister Attlee and Winston Churchill 
in bi-partisan consultation. 
Third, if the British move their 
parachute brigade from Cyprus to 
Abadan, 
there will certainly 
be 
hard fighting, at least for a while, 
although the* fact that Abadan is 
an island should prevent a recur­ 
rence of the Korean pattern. 
Fourth, the Soviets are quite like­ 
ly to take a British troop movement 
into South Iran as a pretext for 
sending Russian troops, into North 
Iran under the vague clauses of the 
1921 treaty. Or if the Soviets hold 
their hands, the Iranian national­ 
ists are even more likely to be re­ 
placed at Tehran by the Communist 
Tudeh party—for the snaky existing 


structure of the Iranian government 
can hardly hold together after tho 
shock of a British landing in the 
south. Meanwhile, the rest of the 
Middle East will be plunged into 
sympathetic convulsions/ 
Fifth, and finally, whether we like 
it or not, America is going to have 
to stick by Britain in this hideous 
business in the UN and elsewhere, 
American strategic-political inter­ 
ests in the Middle East are quite as 
important as British economic in­ 
terests. in short, we are in th# 
mess too, up to our necks. 


Harriman Helped 


Under the circumstances, prayers 
for Averell Harriman s success seem 
to be in order. So' are bouquets for 
what he has accomplished already, 
for it must be understood that when 
the Harriman mission to Iran was 
first despairingly proposed by As­ 
sistant Secretary of State George 
McGhee, the position seemed even 
more hopeless than it does today. 
Most of the American policy makers 
actually opposed the project at that 
time, on the ground, so to speak, 
that there was no use throwing a 
good Harriman after bad diplomacy. 
For years the British had dons 
everything possible to produce an 
Iranian 
crisis. 
Then 
when 
the 
crisis began with the assassination 
of Gen Razmara, we on the one 
hand did everything possible to 
make the British neurotic and ir­ 
ritable. from indulging in "I told 
you so” to talking behind their 
backs. And on the other hand, we 
also 
did 
everything 
possible 
to 
make the Iranians irrational and 
intractable, from giving the im­ 
pression that we would prevent the 
British 
from sending 
troops, 
to 
beseeching Dr. Mossadegh to accept 
American economic aid as a great 
favor to us. 
In the resulting circumstances, it 
was no wonder that Harriman was 
•checked, as he now has been, in 
his effort to bring the British and 
Iranians together. The wonder is, 
rather, that he managed to achieve 
even a short interlude of reasonable 
discussion of the oil problem. 
It 
was a little short of miraculous for 
Harriman to accomplish anything at 
all. 
Perhaps, therefore, we m - j 
hope that he will now accomplish 
the larger miracle of finding a w'ay 
to avoid the chain of consequence# 
outlined above.

Radio And Television

The Lottery 


“The Lottery,” a short story th at 
first appeared in “The New Yorker,” 
Ss one of those rare haunting pieces 
that has stuck to the ribs of every­ 
one who has read it. I t’s a story in 
which time and 
geography are ir- 
relevent. 
T h e 
people in it could 
b e 
midwestern 
farm ers or mem* 
»rs of the lost 
tribe of Israel. It 
is 
a story th at 
leaves large ques­ 
tions 
in 
your 
m ind and, unless 
h u m a n 
nature 
changes which is 
doubtful, it could 
be read a .hundred 
years from now 
John Crosby 
with the same lit­ 
erary satisfaction and moral dis­ 
satisfaction. 
In a very few hundred words Miss 
Shirley Jackson appears to be a t­ 
tacking tribal taboos from earliest 
times, intolerance of all sorts, and 
th e persistance of hum an practices 
Which are universally condemned by 
all reasonable members of the com­ 
m unity. You can, in fact, read al­ 
m ost anything into this story, and 
alm ost everything has been read 
into it. 


The original story, a little m as­ 
terpiece of abbreviation, unwound 
slowly, leaving the reader with a 
m ounting sense of terror and puz­ 
zlement. A lottery was to be held. 
Every member of the community 
participated. Everyone dreaded it. 
Nothing could be done about it 
simply because nothing ever had 
been done about it. There were m ur­ 
m urs of revolt th at were quickly 
stifled by the overwhelming pres­ 
sure of prior custom. All this time 
the reader is left entirely in the 
dark as to the nature of the lottery 
and especially the award to be made 
to the winner of the lottery. Only 
in the last few sentences does Miss 
Jackson reveal th at the holder of 
the black ballot is to be stoned to 
death. 
Translating this bitter fable of 
hum anity—you can hardly call it in­ 
hum anity because only hum ans be­ 
have this way — to television was a 
a task, I should have predicted, 
quite out of reach of anyone in the 
business today. But it has been done 
twice—once last summer, once last 
week—with enormous success by a 
young producer-director nam ed Al­ 
bert McCleary. Television, of course, 
is a m uch more explicit medium 
th an the short story, but it is Mc­ 
Cleary^ theory, a good one, th at it 
doesn’t have to be anywhere near as, 
explicit as a movie screen or a 
stage set. 


Using no scenery and only the 
m inimum of props, McCleery con- 
?* centrales his cameras on 
faces, 
^p eo p le who are as carefully arrang­ 
ed and as meaningful as ballet. It 
has long been my notion th a t tele- \ 
Vision direction at its best is closer5 
to still photography than to movies. 
McCleery in “The Lottery” demon­ 
strates th at a television screen can 
be as curt, concise and powerful as 
a line drawing by Toulouse-Lautrec. 
Some of his camera shots were just 
fragm ents of faces, sculpturesque in 
composition, poetic in their inten­ 
sity of feeling. Acting takes second 
place — well, fourth place — to the 
director, the cameram en and the 
m an who controls the lights. 
W hat McCleery is doing is restor­ 
ing in some measure radio’s inher­ 
ent virtue as a spur to the im agina­ 
tion of the audience. 
W here most 
television stifles and stupifies im a­ 
gination, McCleery demands it of 
his audience, requires of them some­ 
thing besides passive absorption. 
In fact, my only objection to this; 
fine television program was a little; 
sermon tacked on to the end of it 
about the nature of superstition. | 
Miss Jackson’s story left the read-; 
er do his own sermonizing and. I 
by such wise omission, it took in 
much more territory than the brief 
spasm of righteousness prose at the 
end of the television show. 


“The Lottery” was the last of a 
series of eight special summer shows 
occupying the Fireside Theater slot 
on NBC (9:30 p. rn. ED ? Tuesdays.) 
Tomorrow night Fireside Theater

STEPS TO BRIDGE — This is the stairway leading from the deck sidewalk of the new Potomac 
River bridge between McCoole and Keyser, W. Va., to the sidewalk on K eysets Maple Avenue. T he 
stairway includes 68 steps and four landings. The steps are metal and will provide an outlet for cit­ 
izens of the North End of Keyser to get to the business area at times when the Main Street railroad 
crossing will be blocked by trains. Residents say this customarily occurs from four to six times daily 
and for periods of from 40 minutes to better than an hour. An idea of the height of the bridge can 
be gained by noting the size of the m an and woman on the sidewalk near the steps. These steps 
now are closed to pedestrian travel as are the ends of the bridge to prevent persons from walking 
there. Previously the bridge had been open to citizens to walk on the structure so they could see what 
it is like. However, some persons spoiled this privilege for the general public by tossing objects from 
the bridge to the street below and by breaking the reenforcement metal for concrete railing posts and 
throwing them onto roofs and the street. The sidewalk barricade will not be removed until the 
bridge is ready to be turned over to the public as a thoroughfare.

Farouk A nd A Free Press 


The treatm ent in the U.S. press of King Farouk 
of Egypt may inspire an official protest from the 
governm ent of th a t country. Life magazine has been 
banned in Egypt since April, 1950, because of its cover­ 
age of Farouk’s activities. Time and Newsweek were 
removed from pubic sale in the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan 
area in January of th a t year as the result of stories 


about the King’s romance with 16-year-old M arrim an 
Sadek. 


About all th a t the State D epartm ent can do after- 
receiving protests on U. S. press coverage of the 
activities of foreign rulers Is to point out th a t the 
W ashington government is not responsible for the 
quality nor the purposes of the American press. In 
the past the D epartm ent has indicated th a t a suitable 
m eans of redress m ight be suit for libel. 
This was true as long as 160 years ago, when a 
prosecutor said of Cobbett, publisher of a Philadel­ 
phia newspaper, in 1791: “He has ransacked our lan­ 
guage for terms of unsatisfactory reputation and for 
the basest accusations against every ruler and dis­ 
tinguished character in France and Spain with whom 
we chance to have any intercourse . . . in brief, he 
braves his recognizance and the law.” But the grand 
Jury refused to indict. 
Perhaps the best statem ent of the State D epart­ 
m ent position is recorded in a letter from the Chief 
of Western European Affairs to Poland in 1933: “It 
Is always a cause for regret when private publishers 
print articles which may be offensive to the govern­ 
m ent or people of a friendly nation, but the publica­ 
tion of articles containing allegations or expressions 
of opinion, however unw arranted they may be, is not 
under our Constitution subject to executive control. 
This applies to articles reflecting on the Government 
of the United States or its officials as well as to those 
which refer to foreign governments or officials.” 
A proposed Convention of Freedom of Inform ation 
In the United Nations would bar from the press any­ 
thing which a government considers likely to “injure 
the feelings of a national of a state.” Carroll Binder, 
editor of the Minneapolis Tribune editorial page and 
U. S. delegate to the committee drafting the proposed 
treaty, has consistently fought its restrictive terms. 
Opposing a “considerable section of the American 
press” which proposes non-participation in further 
UN debate on the subject. Binder argues for full sup­ 
port internationally of the American view: “A nation 
which believes in its free institutions and is deter­ 
mined to preserve them must put up a fight for them 
whenever they are under attack.” 
American newspapers and magazines have been 
censored or withdrawn from sale for printing the facts 
of the romance between Mrs. Wallis W. Simpson and 
the then King of England, for opinion and reportage 
on the governments of Hitler’s Germany, Mussolini s 
Italy, Stalin’s Russia, and Peron’s Argentina. W hen­ 
ever formal protest has been made, the State D epart­ 
m ent has replied th a t this government is not respon­ 
sible for its press. In 1937 the State D epartm ent had 
to inform the government of Germany th a t remarks 
of Mayor La Guardia of New York should not be in­ 
terpreted as setting forth the “attitude” of the U. S. 
government. 


The RFC's Slimy Trail 


Upon reading both the m ajority and minority 
reports of the investigation into the affairs of the 
Reconstruction' Finance Corporation, most persons 
wrill wonder why the Democratic members tried so 
hard to keep the Republicans from making public 
their own findings. Nor will they discover much ex­ 
cuse for Chairm an Fulbright’s postscript in which 
regrets are expressed th a t the minority statem ent 
has to be “printed at public expense.” 
The two reports, while using different language, 
are as one in voicing the conclusion th a t the RFC 
had fallen prey to “an influence ring with White 
House contacts.” Both say the charges, which Presi­ 
dent Trum an called “asinine,” were fully" substanti­ 
ated. Both find it was an “accepted practice” among 
borrowers to seek entree to the RFC by means of a 
Democratic National Committee introduction. 
W hat causes Mr. Fulbright to call the minority 
report “scurrilous” is undoubtedly the direct per­ 
sonal reference made therein to the President and 
C hairm an Boyle of the Democratic National Com­ 


mittee. 
/ 
These twro leaders, the Republicans declare, have 
“transferred Pendergast. politics to the national level” 
and as a result of their activities morality in govern­ 
m ent “had declined to the lowest ebb in the nation's 
history.” 
If it is this Interpretation of affairs to which the 
m ajority members object, they are unduly sensitive 
and altogether too anxious to protect Mr. Trum an's 
reputation. Those Americans who are concerned by 
revelations of the Administration’s standards of ethics 
will not consider the minority report “scurrilous” or 
or even immoderate. 


Unclean Hands At Yalta 


The eight Republican MacArthur investigators 
who term Yalta a “great tragedy” are right, The secret 
protocol on China is an ugly chapter in American dip­ 
lomatic history. It was at Yalta that the United States 
sacrificed principle for expediency, and this shameful 
fact should not be overlooked in the controversy over 
w hether (or by whom) the U. S. was betrayed. 
In the Atlantic Charter, later adhered to in prin­ 
ciple by Russia, the signatories agreed to seek no 
territorial aggrandizement from the war. Yalta vio­ 
lated th a t by giving Russia the other half of Sakhalin 
Island and the Kindles. A promise publicly made to 
the people of the world was secretly violated. 
In the Cairo declaration, moreover, Roosevelt and 
Churchll had proposed complete restoration of Chi­ 
nese sovereignty over Manchuria. But at Yalta they 
also dishonored th a t promise by giving Russia special 
privileges in Manchuria, including what amounted to 
half ownership of two railroads. This act was also a 
betrayal of America’s traditional Open Door policy 
T h at this deal gave away the territorial rights of 
this country’s ally, China, without C hina’s knowledge 
or consent Is another of its shocking aspects. The 
Yalta protocol stated th at Roosevelt would undertake 
to make Chiang give Russia w hat FDR promised 
This is not the sort of role in th e ’world that is con­ 
sistent either with American principles or the national 
Interest. 
The world picture might be no less dark today 
lf Roosevelt# had made no such deal at Yalta, but 
American hands would be cleaner.

Living With Our Viruses 


Influenza and polio viruses'have 
been battling man for centuries. 
These microorganisms have dealt 
many lethal blows and have been 
responsible 
for 
numerous fearful 
epidemics. 
However, 
they 
never 
have fought an all-out war against 
humans because in such a conflict 
the organisms would perish also if 
they killed off their meal ticket. 
Nature has not made the battle 
as one-sided as it may seem. The 
human race is endowed with a 
unique protective device known as 
“immunity.” 
The 
more 
we are 
bombarded by viruses, the more 
calloused we become. Whenever a 
parasite lives with us long enough 
this defensive mechanism goes into 
operation and the process may be 
likened to the adage, “familiarity 
breeds contempt.” Both the para­ 
site and the human host sign a 
truce whereby the germs are per­ 
mitted to survive 
if 
they 
keep 
their place and cause a minimum 
of trouble. The common cold is 
somewhat of an exception because 
the immunity 
produced 
by 
one 
bout with the virus is so short­ 
lived. 


In the old yellow fever days in 
the West Indies the natives ap­ 
peared unaffected by this malady. 
They were bitten by mosquitoes 
and 
undoubtedly 
were 
infected 
with the yellow fever virus, yet 
the diesase never assumed serious 
proportions among the inhabitants. 
But when the Europeans arrived 
the parasites found strange bed­ 
fellows and the white men died 
like flies. The same condition arose 
among the Indians in this country 
when they came up against the 
smallpox virus brought in by the 
whites. The affliction spread like 
wild fire among the red men and 
killed 
them 
instead 
of keeping 
them alive but poxed. 
Polio is not a new ailment, so 
far 
as 
we 
are 
concerned. We 
dread it, yet there is considerable 
evidence to show that most of us 
are immune 
or 
partly 
immune. 
When a child in a large family 
comes 
down 
with 
a paralyzing 
attack of the disease, examination 
of the remainder of the family 
may disclose that the intestinal 
tract of all the brothers and sisters 
carries the causative virus for a 
week or two. Those with partial 
immunity develop subclinical polio, 
the only manifestations of which 
are cold and sore throat. The com­ 
pletely immune go about as tho 
the organism had not been con­ 
tacted. 


Another example of 
immunity 
and the tolerable equilibrium be­ 
tween man and virus was cited by 
F, M. Burnet in a recent issue of 
Scientific American. He contrasted 
epidemics of polio that occurred 
on the islands of Malta and St. 
Helena. Both were serious but in 
the Malta outbreak 90 per cent of 
the paralyzed patients were un­ 
der 5 years of age, whereas in the 
St. Helena epidemic the older age 
group was 
hit 
along 
with 
the 
youngsters. The clew 
as to why 
this happened lies in the polio his­ 
tory of the two places. On Malta. 
a few cases have been reported 
every 
year, indicating 
that 
the 
disease was rife over a long period 
of time and that viruses of low 
virulence 
had been 
disseminated 
among the population for many 
years. In 
1943 
a 
more virulent 
polio virus appeared and the older 
children and adults who had a 
certain degree of immunity with­ 
stood the onslaught. Infants had 
not acquired this protection and 
were hard hit. 
The 
polio 
background 
of 
St, 
Helena was different; there had 
been no record of the diesase for 
over 20 years. This was virgin soil 
for the virus ann the new invaders 
struck with 
paralyzing 
effect in 
all age groups.

Children Are Destroyed By The Narcotic Peddler; Narcotic Traffic Is Intricate 


And Skillful; Bureau Of Narcotics Is A Model Agency

said: 
“The 
nations of 
the 
world regard him as the world's No. 
I authority on the subject.’’) 


WASHINGTON — The narcotic 
peddler does not kidnap your chil­ 
dren; he destroys them. 
In 
extreme 
distress, 
parents 
brought their 16-year-old boy to 
my office. 
The lad quivered like 
the leaves of the aspen. He was 
suffering the dreaded withdrawal 
syndrome of drug addiction. 
He 
was one of those who use bravado 
to gain admission to the delinquent 
gang. 
“Tell me where you get heroin,” 
I said. "I will send you 
to the 
hospital for a cure.” 
We used an undercover agent 
to buy from the “pusher,” who 
led us to 
the wholesale peddler. 
Then by progressive steps we grad­ 
uated to one of the big traffickers 
who controlled a nation-wide syn­ 
dicate. We trapped him like a rat. 
It took men. endless patience, long 
hours of vigilant surveillance, and 


infinite detailed corroboration. Now, 
where did he get his supply? from 
a country which signed the Geneva 
Convention of 1931 to limit the 
manufacture of narcotic drugs to 
medical needs, and then estimated 
its heroin consumption at IO times 
its 
actual 
medical needs. 
Even 
with elaborate reporting and check­ 
ing by international bodies, the 
padded estimates escaped the at­ 
tention of the United Nations con­ 
trol machinery. 
We first picked up the interna­ 
tional leakage when the Los Angeles 
county sheriff turned over to us a 
peddler with ten ounces of heroin. 
He got it from a ship’s steward 
traveling between New York and 
Trieste.’ In Trieste, the Allied mili­ 
tary authorities had inadvertently 
repealed narcotic laws. 
Diversion 
in Italy provided a ready source, 
with the connivance of the Mafia. 
Wheels within whels. The narcotic 
traffic is intricately intrlaced and 
skillfully interwoven. 
We have 195 agents: less than two 
per cent of the federal enforcement 
personnel. Thse men account for 
IO per cent of the fedral prison 
population, and their convictions 
average 95 per cent. Our force is 
about as large as that of the police 
department in a place the size of 
Tampa, Florida.

should not suffer from the refugee 
problem which could be very serious 
to the suburbs of these 12 big cities. 
Small Cities Look Good 
Not only are small cities better 
places to bring up a family, but 
they offer the best long-run busi­ 
ness 
opportunities. 
Before 
the 
present day of high taxes and high 
, living expenses the big city offered 
attractions to the young man who 
wanted to make money quickly; but 
not now. 
Today, smaller places offer the 
best long-run. money-making op­ 
portunities. 
Real 
estate 
in 
the 
above cities is now at top prices; 
but real estate in most smaller 
cities could double in price. Some 
day the manufacturers who are 
now in these 12 cities will flock to 
the smaller places. The time to 
buy small city property is now be­ 
fore the rush begins. 


When To Buy Or Sell 


The time to buy most property 
is when no one wants it. Such op­ 
portunities always exist somewhere 
—but few persons are wise enough 
to take advantage of such bargains. 
The time to sell property is when 
someone else wants it badly. But

But a small city 
church always makes me feel at 
home. 
Certainly no one should attend 
any church just to help himself in 
business or even to get acquaint­ 
ances Yet, we all must have some 
social life and it is best to find 
our friends at a church rather than

else.

is where I 
found the girl with whom I have 
lived 50 
happy 
years! Moreover, 
this was in Gloucester. Massachu­ 
setts, where 
I am 
writing 
this 
column. It was then a small city, 
while Wellesley, where I started in 
business, had. at that time, only 
about 5,000 inhabitants 


Treasury Departments' Bureau of 
Narcotics as a model. The work is 
dangerous, nerve racking, round- 
the-clock, yet there is something 
which makes crusaders of all who 
engage in it. They respond beyond 
the call of duty. 
Our enemy Is artfully cunning. 
The seller is satisfied, and 
the 
user won't tell. There are no com­ 
plaints as in crimes like robberies 
and kidnapping. 
Not one witnss 
before the Senate Crime Committee 
would reveal his source of supply, 
through fear of consequences. We 
work completely undercover, and 
must come up with the corpus de­ 
licti (evidence )at the conclusion 
of the investigation. We are severe­ 
ly handicapped by court decisions 
relating to search and seizure, and 
must rely on state prosecution in 
many cases. 
We need a law which will put 
the peddler away longer than 16 
months. The House of Reprsenta- 
tives passed such a bill. It Is pend­ 
ing in the Senate. These cruel ex­ 
ploiters 
deserve 
greater 
punish­ 
ment. 
If we had 1,000 agents— 
without a mandatory sentence law 
—we would still be on a treadmill; 
a merrv-go-round (no reference to 
this column). Recently a notorious 
trafficker with five narcotic-law’ 
convictions received a suspended 
sentence. 
Harold Normandale is an addict 
with over IOO arrests, including one 
for rape, murder, and many for 
narcotics. He peddled narcotics to 
take care of his own addiction. This 
type creates addicts. 
There are 
thousands like him. They have no 
sense of moral responsibility. They 
would, 
without 
hesitation, 
shoot 
heroin into the radiant veins of 
your 15-year-old daughter, and send 
her into prostitution to get money 
for the heroin they pump into her 
innocent body, yet such peddlers get 
off with suspended sentences. 
The addict must be quarantined 
in the city hospitals. Baltimore has 
the distinction of being the first 
city to set aside IO beds for the dis­ 
intoxication and rehabitation of 
drug addicts. 
Limitation 
on 
manufacture of 
narcotic drugs and control of inter­ 
national 
distribution 
have 
been 
accomplished through eight treaties. 
The United Natioas Is now working 
on a plan to limit opium produc­ 
tion to world medical needs. This is 
the goal I have been working for 
at every international conference 
I have attended since 1931. Such an 
agreement would be the greatest 
achievement so far toward suppress­ 
ing the abuse of narcotic drugs 
throughout the world. 
Present sources of our illicit nar­ 
cotics are Italy, Iran, Turkey, India, 
Greece, 
Communist 
China, 
and 
Mexico. Mexico Is doing good work 
with airplanes and troops to sup­ 
press illicit opium cultivation. Other 
source countries please take note. 
Reports of large-scale drug ad­ 
diction throughout the world reflect 
a post-war phenomenon, and a jit­ 
tery world. 
About 1947 we had the traffic tin­ 
der control. Prison wardens report- 
en an absence of addicted criminals. 
The population of our Lexington 
Narcotic Hospital had fallen to such 
an extent that a move was under 
way to abolish the hospital. 
J 
urged all to stand by and to pre­ 
pare. We could feel it coming here 
and abroad. 
Warnings went un­ 
heeded. In the past two years it 
rolled in like an engulfing surf. 
Finality in dealing with the in­ 
ternational traffic must be reached. 
Its continued existence and ever­ 
green activity is a sad rflection on 
the world’s lack of joint determina­ 
tion to be done with these plague 
carriers whose god is auri sacra 
fames (the accursed thirst for gold).

Corliss Lamont On Russia 
In a pamphlet which is being 
circulated. Dr. Corliss Lamont of 
Columbia University, son of the late 
senior partner of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., makes this point: 
“ . . Morally Communist parties 
are on an obviously higher plane 
than Fascist parties in that they 
have such aims as (I) complete 
racial democracy and non-discrimi­ 
nation; (2) full equality between the 
sexes; (3) educational and cultural 
opportunity for everyone: 
(4> 
a 
planned socialist economy of abun­ 
dance on behalf of all the people; 
(5) the attainment of political de­ 
mocracy when the transitional need 
for dictatorship has passed; <6» the 
teaching of an inclusive and inte­ 
grated philosophy of life: and (7) 
the achievement of international 
peace. 
In spite of the colossal 
blunder and act of international 
immorality on the part of the Com­ 
munist-controlled North Koreans in 
committing 
aggression 
a g a i n s t 
South Korea. I am convinced that 
Communist parties are on the whole 
desirous of seeing world peace estab­ 
lished. 


“In the above seven points I 
have not tried to rover all the 
basic differences between the 
Communists and Fascists; but 
my summary indicates the rele­ 
vance of the remark once made 
by John Strachey. now minister 
of war In the British Labor 
Government, namely that com­ 
munism and fascism are like 
two express trains going in op­ 
posite directions. 
The notion 
that communism and fascism 
are fundamentally the same is 
a dangerous untruth . , 


Dr. Lamont has for many years 
been one of the principal apologists 
In the United Stares for Soviet 
Russia and its creed. He has long 
been associated with the national 
council of American-Soviet friend­ 
ship That per se does not make of 
him a Communist or even a Com­ 
munist sympathizer. He calls him­ 
self a Socialist and once wrote a 
book entitled, “You Might Like 
Socialism.” 
The quotation above contains sev­ 
eral falsehoods by Implication. For 
instance, any statement that Soviet 
Russia practices racial democracy is 
false on the record. As regards the 
Jews, the Volga Germans and sev­ 
eral Asiatic races. Soviet Russia has 
practiced genocide with a complete­ 
ness unparalleled even by Hitler. 
On this subject, the reader might 
find it advantageous to read Pro­ 
fessor Solomon M. Schwarz’s book. 
“The Jews in the Soviet Union,” 
published bv the Syracuse Univer­ 
sity Press. The elimination of the 
middle class and the intellectuals 
from such counties as Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia. Lithuania. L a t v i a 
and even the Ukraine and their

exile to Siberia, the Karakum Desert, 
and Turkestan is one of the most 
horrible stories in history. 


When Hr. Lamont suggests 
that Communist parties practice 
non-discrimination, he does not, 
of course, include the persecu­ 
tions of religions, which, to most 
human beings, is as offensive as 
genocide against races. Ail re­ 
ligions. Roman Catholic, Protes­ 
tant. Jewish, with the single 
exception of the O r t h o d o x 
church, have been obliterated. 
Some worship is permitted, but 
religious g r o u p s must have 
schools to teach their philoso­ 
phy, to train their clergy and 
to prepare their ehildreh. These 
are forbidden, as is the use of 
such languages as Hebrew and 
Latin. # 


The Orthodox church is a political 
arm of the Soviet government, di­ 
rectly controlled by the state and 
employed to assist in the extirpation 
of other religious groups. It is under 
law. political control. 
It is interesting to note that 
wherever a Communist party takes 
over a country, it fights religion 
and imprisons and sometimes kills 
professional clergymen. This pat­ 
tern has recently been adopted in 
Soviet China. 
Dr. Lamont says that in Commu­ 
nist countries there is “educational 
and cultural opportunity for every­ 
one.” As one long associated with a 
leading American university, Dr. 
Lamont ought to be ashamed to call 
a system which provides for a state 
determination of what men may 
knove and believe, education. Surely, 
there can be no “free inquiry,” 
which is the essence of education, 
when the oligarchy can say what if 
right about philosophy, hlstorv, bi­ 
ology. art. and every avenue of 
thought, research nad expression. 


What about the Lysenko con­ 
troversy In which the govern­ 
ment decided what la true about 
genetics? What about Zhdanov 
deciding what music should be 
written bv Shostakovich, Proko- 
fieflf and Khatchaturian? What 
about the elimination of all so­ 
called “cosmopolitans” from th# 
writing profession? 


Surely, Dr. Lamont, who has been 
an advocate in the cause of Russia, 
has not been driven from Columbia 
University, nor has he been for­ 
bidden to write in favor of our en­ 
emy and in opposition to the stated 
policy of his government. Does he 
know and can he name one anti- 
Marxist who teaches in any univer­ 
sity in Soviet Russia? 
Each one of Dr. Lamont’s points, 
except full equality of the sexes, 
can be demonstrated to he special 
pleading. The question arises: To 
what end is .this done?

The storm signals are out again 
all the way around the world, from 
Kaesong to Tehran. In the long 
view, moreover, even breakdown of 
the Korean truce talks is quite like­ 
ly to prove less grave than break­ 
down of the oil talks between the 
British and Iranians. 
_ The British government is report­ 
ed to hope that W. Averell Harri­ 
man may still manage to patch up 
some sort of solution of ‘the oil 
problem. 
The 
American 
policy- 
markers’ feelings about Harriman 
are the feelings of a busted horse­ 
player about an extreme long shot 
that may just possibly save the day 
by beating the favorite in the eighth 
race. But since miracles cannot be 
relied on to occur with any regular­ 
ity, the coarse facts of the Iranian 
situation had better be fared. 
First, if the government of Dr. 
Mohammed Mossadegh cannot, be 
persuaded to accept a sensible oil 
settlement, the next step will prob­ 
ably be an effort to make a more 
rational government in Tehran. De­ 
lay, self-delusion and other follies 
have caused the position in Tehran 
to deteriorate so much that this ef­ 
fort must now be made the worst 
imaginable auspices. The British can 
no longer usefully participate. Thus 
the whole onus of what will neces­ 
sarily seem a rather crude interven­ 
tion in Iranian politics will have to 
be borne by the Americans. There 
will be serious disorders, perhaps 
bloodshed. And the effort may well 
fail. 


May Move Troops 
Second, if it proves impdlsible to 
get an oil settlement by replacing 
Dr, Mossadegh, the British decision 
to move troops to occupy Abadan 
Island (the site of the vital oil re­ 
finery) will come into operation. 
One of these reporters predicted 
long since that the British would be 
forced to this decision, if only as an 
object lesson to the Egyptians and 
others who are longing to imitate 
the Iranian experiments with twist­ 
ing the lion’s tail. In the lull secured 
by Averell Harriman's efforts, it 
leaked out in London that the de­ 
cision to move troops if need be had 
actually been taken bt Prime Min­ 
ister Attlee and Winston Churchill 
in bi-partisan consultation. 
Third, if the British move their 
parachute brigade from Cyprus to 
Abadan, there will certainly 
be 
hard fighting, at least for a while, 
although the* fact that Abadan is 
an island should prevent a recur­ 
rence of the Korean pattern. 
Fourth, the Soviets are quite like­ 
ly to take a British troop movement 
into South Iran as a pretext for 
sending Russian troops, into North 
Iran under the vague clauses of the 
1921 treaty. Or if the Soviets hold 
their hands, the Iranian national­ 
ists are even more likely to be re­ 
placed at Tehran by the Communist 
Tudeh party—for the snaky existing 


structure of the Iranian government 
can hardly hold together after th* 
shock of a British landing in the 
south. Meanwhile, the rest of the 
Middle East will be plunged into 
sympathetic convulsions/ 
Fifth, and finally, whether we like 
it or not, America is going to have 
to stick by Britain in this hideous 
business in the UN and elsewhere. 
American strategic-political inter­ 
ests in the Middle East are quite as 
important as British economic in­ 
terests. In short, we are in the 
mess too, up to our necks. 


Harriman Helped 


Under the circumstances, prayers 
for Averell Harriman’s success seem 
to be in order. Sd are bouquets for 
what he has accomplished already, 
for it must be understood that when 
the Harriman mission to Iran was 
first despairingly proposed by As­ 
sistant Secretary of State George 
McGhee, the position seemed even 
more hopeless than it does today. 
Most of the American policy makers 
actually opposed the project at that 
time, on the ground, so to speak, 
that there was no use throwing a 
good Harriman after bad diplomacy, 
For years the British had dons 
everything possible to produce an 
Iranian 
crisis. 
Then 
when 
tho 
crisis began with the assassination 
of Gen. Razmara, we on the on© 
hand did everything possible to 
make the British neurotic and Ir­ 
ritable. from indulging in “I told 
you so” to talking behind their 
backs. And on the other hand, we 
also 
did 
everything 
possible 
to 
make the Iranians irrational and 
intractable, from giving the im­ 
pression that we would prevent th© 
British from sending troops, to 
beseeching Dr. Mossadegh to accept 
American economic aid as a great 
favor to us. 
In the resulting circumstances, it 
was no wonder that Harriman was 
•checked, as he now has been, in 
his effort to bring the British and 
Iranians together. The wonder is, 
rather, that he managed to achieve 
even a short interlude of reasonable 
discussion of the oil problem. 
It 
was a little short of miraculous for 
Harriman to accomplish anything at 
all. 
Perhaps, therefore, we msy 
hope that he will now accomplih 
the larger miracle of finding a way 
to avoid the chain of consequence# 
outlined above.

The original story, a little mas-!

Every member of the community! 
participated. Everyone dreaded it.' 
Nothing could be done about it ; 
simply because nothing ever had j 
been done about it. There were m ur-1 
murs of revolt that were quickly: 
stifled by the overwhelming pres-1 
sure of prior custom. All this time ; 
the reader is left entirely in the 
dark as to the nature of the lottery 
and especially the award to be made 
to the winner of the lottery. Only 
in the last few sentences does Miss 
Jackson reveal that the holder of 
the black ballot is to be stoned to 
death. 
Translating this bitter fable of 
humanity—you can hardly call it in­ 
humanity because only humans be­ 
have this way — to television was a 
a task, I should have predicted, 
quite out of reach of anyone in the 
business today. But it has been done 
twice—once last summer, once last 
week—with enormous success by a 
young producer-director named Al­ 
bert McCleary. Television, of course, 
is a much more explicit medium 
than the short story, but it is Mc­ 
Cleary^ theory, a good one, that it 
doesn’t have to be anywhere near as, 
explicit as a movie screen or a 
stage set. 


Using no scenery and only the 
minimum of props, McCleery con­ 
centrates his cameras on faces, 
people who are as carefully arrang­ 
ed and as meaningful as ballet.
